Sec. 3. Any person or persons on conviction before any
Court having competent jurisdiction, or having violated this
Act, shall pay afine of not less than twenty-five, nor more
than fifty dollars ; one-half to go to the informer and remain-
der to go to the support of Common Schools in the District
where the trespass shall have been committed.

Sro, 3. It i hereby made the apocial duty of the Clerk
and Trustees of the several School Districts, where said
lakes are situated, to see that the provisions of this Act are
strictly enforced.
